Slow Progression 
For Old City Hall 


In response to many in¬ 
quiries from Sierra Madre 
residents, the News has at¬ 
tempted to reach Brent 
Bergh, representing Bergen 
Corporation, purchasers of 
the old City Hall, several 
times without success until 
Monday morning when he 
answered that at this point 
there was still no news con¬ 
cerning progress of activities 
surrounding the historical 
monument. 

At the public hearing No¬ 
vember 25, 1980, proposed 
sale price of $222,000 was 
announced. Financing of the 
project included a 6% real 
estate commission at the 
close of escrow to be paid by 
the Community Redevelop¬ 
ment Agency. 

A $20,000 cash deposit or 
performance bond will be 
submitted by Bergh when es¬ 
crow is opened, “within the 
next 15 days,” according to 
Jim McRea, Sierra Madre 
city administrator. 

Mortgage financing ori¬ 


ginally for 20 years has been 
modified to 10 years at 10<7o 
per annum to be financed by 
CRA on not less than 70^^o of 
the purchase price. 

And Bergen Corporation 
has five years to improve the 
building with the submission 
of plans within three years. 
McRea says^ “He’ll (Bergh) 
do it right away.” 

According to McRea, 
“We’re waiting for Bergh to 
respond to these agreements 
(Exhibit A of the Disposition 
Development Agreement), 
execute the agreement and 
open escrow.” Reading from 
the public hearing of Novem¬ 
ber 25, 1980, approval of the 
Disposition and Develop¬ 


ment Agreement was to have 
taken place within 60 days of 
the acceptance of this offer 
and “shall constitute the for¬ 
mal acceptance of the sale.” 

McRea points out that 
there have been several hear¬ 
ings since the November 
public hearing, and that the 
Environmental Impact Re¬ 
port was approved January 
27,1981. 

The Disposition Develop¬ 
ment Agreement, which, ac¬ 
cording to McRea, “is like 
the escrow instructions,” 
calls out all the reqirements 
of the developer and the city 
concerning the sale.

“Our state is one step clos¬ 
er to allowing videotape testi¬ 
mony in child molestation 
cases,” stated Assemblyman 
Richard Mountjoy (R-Arca- 
dia) as Assembly Bill 
dia) as Assembly Bill 79 
passed out of the Assembly 
Criminal Justice Committee 
this past week. 

Mountjoy went on to ex¬ 
plain, he introduced this leg- 
is lation last December after 
reeading a story in th e news- 
papere about the trauma ex¬ 
perienced by a 10-year-old 
girl who had been kidnapped 
and raped. 

The girl’s mother com¬ 
plained that court proceed¬ 
ings had dragged on for more 
than eight months due to re¬ 
peated continuances request¬ 
ed by the suspect, causing the 
child to continually remem¬ 
ber the incident and to suffer 
severe psychological prob¬ 
lems. 

Mountjoy was moved by 
the article and decided to do 
what he could to lessen the 
trauma for future victims. 

AB 79 would allow male 


and female victims of sex¬ 
ual assault, under the age of 
16, to be examined as a wit¬ 
ness and the testimony pre¬ 
served on videotape for a 
subsequent court trial. Not 
only would this bill lessen the 
severe and emotional psycho¬ 
logical effects on the young 
victim but also more accurate 
testimony would be pre-, 
served. 

The defendant and the 
counsel would have the right 
to be present for the cross- 
examination of the victim at 
the videotape session. 

After a hard fought battle 
through the assembly Crim¬ 
inal Justice Committee AB 
79 cleared the committee 
with a vote of 9-0, but not 
until the Democrats on the 
committee were successful in 
placing into the bill what is 
called an SB 90 disclaimer.” 

This is an effort to stall tne 
bill in the Assembly Ways 
and Means committee, a tac¬ 
tic used any times by those 
who do not want to let them¬ 
selves be exposed to a No 


vote on an anti-crime, peo¬ 
ple-supported issue. 

While highly critical of this 
political maneuvering, 
Mountjoy remains strong in 
his belief that he will see this 
major anti-crime legislation 
enacted into law.

At the age of 22, Renee 
Rousselot has achieved 
heights not yet reached by 
actresses twice her age, but 

it doesn’t seem to have 
turned her head in the least. 

The Texas-born artist is 
appearing as one of the leads 
in the most recent play, 
“State Fair,” at the Sierra 
Madre Playhouse just three 
months after she made the 
trip to the West Coast to live. 

Even though many artists 
got their start in large cities, 
Renee’s family settled in 
West Texas and that’s where 
she really got the first taste of 
bright lights, hushed houses 
and affirming applause. And 
she’s never tired of those 
three ingredients which go 
with a stage career. 

When she was 5 she was on 
stage in a drama, and when 
she went into her teenage 
years she got into poetry and 
prose reading in the Texas 
speech competitions. High 
school drama class found her 
always appearing in the 
show;. 

“I never said to myself 
‘This is what I want to do.’ It 
just happened and I can’t 
imagine doing anything, 
else,” Renee said last week' 
about her blossoming stage 
career. 

She persevered, but doesn’t 
everyone? “It hasn’t really 
been a struggle. If it ever 
comes to the point of ‘How 
can I do this?’ then it won’t 
be right,” she continued, im¬ 
plying that she, however, 
would never give up her 
career easily. “1 enjoy the 
pursuit,” she added. 

After graduation from 
High School at Principia, St. 
Louis, she went to North 
Texas State for a year before 
her final decision to enroll in 
Southern Methodist Univer¬ 
sity where “they have a very 
good drama school.” 

She explained that they are 
in the league of professional 
training program. 

Before SMU, while at 
Northern Texas State, she 
enrolled in an acting class 
and even by then she says she 
was “falling for acting.’’ 


And just before going to 
SMU she did a summer com¬ 
pany. 

It was a busy three years 
while she was learning her 
craft, she says. 

After college she wasn’t 
sure where she wanted to go. 
Dallas has lots of film ac¬ 
tivity—New York is where 
many neophytes go. But she 
decided to stay awhile in 
Texas before making up her 
mind. 

Some of her teachers had 
opened a theatre and she as¬ 
sisted them as a manager. 
But when her cousin in Holly¬ 
wood called and asked her if 
she’d like to share a house, 
Renee moved. “I was ready 
for a change, a new chal¬ 
lenge.” 

The second day in town 
she got a drama log, read 
about the auditions here in 
Sierra Madre, and was cast. 

Are auditions as frighten¬ 
ing and grueling as we’re led 
to believe? “I used to hate 
them but I rather like them 
now. They are such an im¬ 
portant part of this business. 

Has she had stage fright? 

“At one time I did but it’s 
hard to remember back. I’m 
a shy pereson really, but 
somehow it’s never bothered 
me on stage. Of course, 
there’s still exhilaration just 
before I go out on stage.” 

How are films and stage 
plays different? 

Although the two media 
are different, they still re¬ 
quire basic acting ability. 
“On film they can be sub¬ 
tle but on stage everything is 
so much bigger. You really 
can’t compare the two.” 

Does she forget there’s an 
audience out there? 

“To a certain degree I am 
always aware. There’s a cer¬ 
tain eneffcy that comes from 
them. So iHNi way you never 
totally forget them.” 

The secret is keeping up 
the energy level. 

Is she happy with her 
work? 

“1 don’t think you ever 
come to the perfect art. 
There is no such thing as a 
perfect actor. There’s always 
more to be done. If it gets 
too easy it’s boring. What I 
hope to do is to reach some-

GOOD SPOTTING MEANS 
BETTER CLEANING 

by Joe Delgatto 


Spotting—the most important 
single process in good cleaning—is an 
unappreciated art. 

There are so many different kinds 
of spots (or stains) on so many dif¬ 
ferent kinds of fabrics, that the pro¬ 
blem of removing a spot — hence, 
again, really a stain — is essential¬ 
ly one of; 

First, diagnosis — determining what 
kind of substance caused it. u- i. r 

Second, what kind of treatment to give that spot—which of 
the chemicals, digesters, bleaches, solvents, rinses, or what to use. 
in that order, at what temperature, and how to manipujate them 
so as to remove that spot entirely. A good “spotter" is a per¬ 
son who knows textiles, dyes and chemistry-and he's a good 
diagnostician and craftsman as well. 

When you’re ill, you can tell your doctor what’s wrong. He 
proceeds from there. A spot or stain cannot talk, and therefore 
diagnosis is sometimes pretty difricult. 

In general, on washable garments you yourself can often 
rinse out the spot or stain immediately in clear, cool water. 
Nothing else. 

On dry cleanable clothing, leave them completely alone. 
AND PLEASE TELL US WHAT THE STAIN IS. This will 
assist us in getting it out entirely in every possible case. 

Our spotting department is in the hands of competent 
craftsmen who know their business backwards and forwards.

Raphiolepis 
indica, Indian hawthorne, 
comes in about 14 named 
varieties, running from two 
to seven feet in height. Great 
in mass plantings and, thank 
goodness, grow in our local 
soils with no great effort. 

A great choice of named 
varieties of Martha Washing¬ 
ton’s are available at our 
nurseries now ... be sure 
you get the named varieties 
. . . most of our geraniums 
came originally from South 
Africa and some from Aus¬ 
tralia. The family name is 
pelargonium . . . P. domesti- 

cum is our Lady Washington 
variety; P. hortorum is the 
common geranium we all 
grow, the red ones in pots 
and beds; P. peltatum is the 
ivy geranium that is so great 
in hanging baskets and we 
see as ground covers in Palos 
Verdes; and then we have the 
zonales with the gorgeous 
leaves and the scented types 
for sachets. Anyhow we have 
15 varieties you can find now 
in four-inch containers of the 
Lady Washington types. 

Way back and I mean way 
back, I helped found the Pel¬ 
argonium Society . . . and 
that became the Geranium 
society. Pelargonium means 
“stork’s bill,” referring to 
the beak-like formation of 
the seed pod. Geranium 
comes from the Greek ger- 
anos, a crane, because of the 
beak like projection beyond 
the seeds. Don’t forget you 
read it here in the News!

site and 72 off site, in one 
agreement of those 72 
spaces, 28 spaces were allo¬ 
cated for the North Auburn 
parking lot as part of Park¬ 
ing lot as part of Parking 
District 1. There were 44 
spaces in the Mariposa park¬ 
ing lot south of Sierra Madre 
Boulevard. 

“In the second agreement. 


the developer at his own ex¬ 
pense will grade, repave and 
paint the Auburn parking 
lot, increasing it from 33 
to 58 parking spaces. We 
are requiring him to com¬ 
pletely redo it with a year to 
create 25 new spaces. Forty- 
four spaces are assigned to 
employees and overflow in 
the south parking lot. No 


employees can park on the 
North Auburn lot, “McRea 
explains. 

McRea says the other three 
points of Exhibit A will be 
completed during escrow 
which should be within about 
15 days. Escrow, he says, 
will take “30 to 60 days to 
complete.” 

Those other three points 


are as follows; developer will 
provide the agency with a 
contracts for interim main- 
enance of the site and will 
provide a plan for insuring 
the facility during the various 
stages, all prior to escrow. 
Inability to perform those 
conditions by either party 
terminates these agreements 
and both parties pay 50*70 of 


CRA costs incurred. The 
stipulation does not affect 
the $20,000 deposit or de¬ 
fault provisions, according 
to Exhibit A. 

McRea says that Bergh has 
petitioned the City Council 
stating that since the building 
is unsafe, “He would like to 
start (reconstruction) imme¬ 
diately.

open, make sure they are i 
closed and locked before 1 
leaving. ' 

—Don’t park your car on the i 
street at night. 

—Close and lock your gar¬ 
age door. 

—Change your habits. Don’t 
go shopping at exactly the 
same time every day. 

Keith suggests these rules 
be typed up, placed on the re¬ 
frigerator as a checklist to be 
used every day to insure 
safety. 

He also offers to hold free 
classes in hand gun safety, in 
the use of mace or in general 
safety to be used at home or 
while on the street. He would 
like to work with the local 
police department to help in 
any way possible to make 
Sierra Madre a safer place in 
which to live. 

He believes that Sierra Ma¬ 
dre is already vey safe but 
urges everyone to be pre¬ 
pared in all phases of safety 
for times when Sierra Ma¬ 
dreans leave town to go into 
some of the crime-ridden 
areas. 

As a U.S. marshal, Keith 
says he is custodian of the 
' federal court only dealing in 
federal rules, laws and pro- 
j cedures of investigation of 
crime. 

* “We are the security back- 
’ bone of the federal court and 
are highly involved in assign¬ 


ments nationwide, whether 
it’s for the Cuban refugees 
in Florida or maintaining 
control of Vietnamese re¬ 
turnees.” 

Will the locally-started vic¬ 
tims group mushroom? Keith 
thinks it should and hopes 
that it “will pick up and go 
statewide.” 

He continues, “With more 
people like Diane Watson 
backing it and it becomes 
better known, yes, it will 
grow. And our representa¬ 
tives, the City Council, po¬ 
lice and fire departments and 
the search and rescue team 
should be behind it. It also 
should be promoted through 
the local clubs such as the 
Chamber of Commerce, Ki- 
wanis Club, Lions. There’s a 
lot of talent in all of these 
groups, and a lot of talent 
within the city of Sierra Ma¬ 
dre.” 

How can Sierra Madreans 
help to deter crime? 

Keith says citizen groups 
I are of most importance and 
I that these groups should 
work “in close coordination 
I with the local police.” 

; “If crime is happening and 
1 they (Sierra Madreans) hear 

- about it, they’ll get invol- 
f ved,” Keith believes.
